"The Last Gangster" looks back 


through socially conscious eyes 
upon a typical Little Caesar. It lets 
him swagger and lord it briefly be- 
fore clapping him, without senti- 
ment, into federal penitent'ary. 
The law, matter-of-factly and se- 
renely, huvbles the big shot to 
the status of a number, makes him 
serve 10 years for income tax eva- 
sion.

In place 
nf the old machine gun clima:;, 
"The Last Gangster" achieves its 
melodramatic finish in the strug- 
gle for the child. Robinson, the 
last gangster, dies knowing the er- 
ror of his ways, winning audience 
pity if not condonement. Then (but 
not in tho nkturel he gets up, goes 
over to Warner Bros., and starts 
another film called "A Slight Case 
of Murder," in which he plays an- 
other gangster. The Metro film 
was directed by Edward Lud\vig.

It was in connection with the 


departments work in improvement 
of varieties of oats and barley that 
Dr. Ladd said that enough wealth 
was added to the state each year 
to pay for the cost of research 
work. 


Some 
460 
separate 
research 


projects are constantly under way 
said tbe speaker, each 
project 


taking from two to four years to 
complete. He spoke of investiga- 
tions that had been carried on in 
the development of hybrid corn 
species, 
which 
covered 
experi- 


ments over a period of 17 years. 


The farmers are profiting from 


these experiments said Dr. Ladd 
and, on the other hand, their prac- 
tical use of the procedures worked 
out by the college are of value to 
the college Itself as sometimes 
when put to practical use certain 
things which seemed good on a 
limited scale, under tests, turn 
out to have features which are 
not practical in everyday use.

farmer organization. He said that 
with «. farm history that dated 
back approaching 300 years, Ul- 
ster county farmers ought to be 
good and ought to be up among 
the leaders.

separate mailing lists were pre- 
pared for each fruit. About three 
fourths of the growers on the old 
mailing list replied to a mailing 
questionnaire, giving the informa- 
tion needed to set up the separate 
lists.

tbe best InteMsts of both grower 
and consumer. 


Growers are coming to believe 


that advertising is an Important 
factor In tbe solution of tbe mar- 
keting problem. 
Tbis yesj the 


Ulster County Farm Bureau co- 
operated with three other County 
Farm Bureaus, namely: Dutehess, 
Orange and Rockland, to stage a 
mammoth fruit exhibit at the 
New York State Fair at Syracuse. 
This exhibit, which occupied, a 
space 84 feet long and SO feet 
wide, was designed to advertise 
the Important varieties of fruit 
grown In New York state. 
The 


center of attraction, an artificial 
•Mclntosh" apple five feet in 
diameter, waa surrounded with an 
attractive and colorful display of 
fruits of all kinds. At either side 
of this display were posters telling 
the New York State varieties of 
apples best adapted for cooking 
and eating purposes. These varie- 
ties were displayed, conspicuously 
labeled, under each poster. Two 
living apple trees, a large display 
of commercial packages of fruit, 
and a painted background com- 
pleted the display.

Outlook For 1988 


According to present plans the 


best dairy program ever executec 
will be carried on In Ulster coun- 
ty during 193*. The definite 
progress In the Interpretation of 
records and getting them down 
to a comparable basis will un- 
doubtedly continue. The problem 
now is to get more dairymen to 
keep records, thereby making It 
possible to show more and better 
results In breeding, feeding and 
culling. Records should be the 
basis for any herd improvement 
program. 
This idea will be car- 


ried through during the year. 
More will be learned about the 
transmitting ability of cow fami- 


lies and herd sires. There Is no 
doubt 
that 
the herd 
analysts 


iheett will be used as a basis for 
selecting herd sires In the future. 
Progressive dairymen who work 
along this line will undoubtedly 
furnish the seed stock for other 
dairymen. 


The Agricultural Conservation 


Program carried out during 1937 
will also materially affect the en- 
tire dairy business for year* to 
come. 
The Improvement of seed- 


lugs, hay fields and pastures will 
result 
In better roughage and 


higher production of cows. 
If 


properly handled the cost of pro- 
ducing milk can be materially re- 
duced by feeding more and better 
roughage and less purchased food- 
stuffs. 
This will be encouraged 


through a complete feeding and 
field production campaign. 


The poultry disease survey 


work started this year will be con- 
tinued and If possible broadened 
during 1938. 
Many disease prob- 


lems are facing poultry-men and 
at present there Is no apparent 
solution. 
Every effort 
will be 


made to help find a solution. The 
1st of chick sources will again be 
prepared and poultrymen will be 
ncouraged to

erymen.

Highland has greatly Improved the 
ocal

study this problem, and attempt 
o bring about other Improve- 
ments. , More emphasis will be 
placed on grading and packing In 
order to command a still better 
market. 
Unless this Is done, 


growers may find it increasingly 


ifficult to meet competition from 
ther fruit growing regions. The 


committee feels that many grow- 
ers have failed to appreciate the 
Importance of this factor, and 
have consequently seriously de- 
pleted their orchard soils. 
Many 


growers find that soil management 
is becoming a 
major 
problem. 


Plans ha\e been made to render 
a special sen ice on soil manage- 
ment, visiting orchards on request 
to test the soil, examine the con- 
dition of the orchard, and she 
advice on practices best adapted 
to conditions in the Individual or 
chards. 
If growers are to con- 


tinue the successful production of 
fruit they must give more atten 
tlon to maintaining, and often 
creasing, the fertility ot their or- 
chard soils.

Farley became acquainted with 


Joe Stanley of a typsy family while 
working in Springfield, Mo. 
The 


youth Joined the tripe and followed 
it for two years. 


"The gypsies in this country are 


divided into four families. They in- 
clude the Turks, Rumanians. Irish 
and the English. The people I lived 
with belonged to the English. All 
members of this tribe have the sur- 
name Stanley," Farley explained. 


The band of Stanleys with which 


Farley was associated numbered 
twenty-five. John Stanley, seventy- 
five, was the leader and his word 
was law. ' 
Fertune Telling b "Dokkering." 
The gypsies traveled from town 


to town, stopping two or three days 


I in eacb. The women earned what 


money they could by "dukkering," 
that is, telling fortunes. The men 
went from houie to house repairing 


| furnaces and stoves. 


The average "take" for each of 


the older men was $15 a day. The 
women brought in slightly leis. 


The cars in which they travel are 


paid for outright 


Washington, D. C, is the site of 


All 
branches of the tribe gather there 
every fall and spend two weeks

In the event that a branch of the 


family has had a bad year finan- 
cially, each division of the family 
will contribute to its relief.

Tunnels Under St Paul 


Rival Roman Catacomb* 
St. Paul.—Subterranean passages 


surpassing those of the catacombs 
of Rome lie beneath the streets of 
St Paul, according to George M. 
Shepard, city engineer. 


The honeycomb of tunnels under- 


lying the downtown district is made 
possible by an unusual geologic for- 
mation, Shepard said. 


The tunnels were constructed for 


use by utilities and sewer facilities. 


About one-half of the loop dtet£t 


is underlaid by a layer of lime- 
stone 8 to 12 feet thick, covered only 
by 2 test of earth. Directly be- 
neath this limestone is the deep St. 
Peter sandstone formation, which is 
easily tunneled and remains for long 
periods without lining except in sew- 
ers and heat mains. 


The tunnels, Shepard said, lie 


from 20 to 75 feet beneath the sur- 
face of the street. In many cases 
they are communicating. 


The topmost layer of tunnels— 


about 20 feet beneath the surface—- 
is used by the SL Paul water de- 
partment.

Mclntosh, S. D.—A novel experi- 


ment in cattle railing is taking 
place in the southern part of Corson 
county, where severs! head of buf- 
falo have been Introduced into cat- 
tle herds In hop* of developing * 
larger, sturdier type of beef animal. 


Ranchers from the Grand river 


area and south report that buffalo 
take charge of their herds of do- 
mesticated cattle, acting as care- 
takers, leading the cattle to water 
and back to feeding froundi. 


During recent severe winter*, 


ranchers have observed that buffalo 
herd-leaders accurately faufed ap- 
proaching storms. 


When buffalo sought shelter, a 


vere storm could be anticipated, but 
if they remained outside, clear 
weather Invariably was probable, 
they explained. 


Buffalo members of these herd* 


already have introduced new feed- 
ing habits to their bovine associates. 
ranchers say. 


During periods of deep snow, th* 


buffalo buries its head in snowbanks 
searching for roots of grass. Late- 
ly, cattle have developed similar 
habits in foraging for buck brush. 


Raised as calves, the buffalo have 


been readily adopted into livestock 
herds. 


Offspring of buffalo and cattle art 


wider through the shoulders than 
domestic cattle. It is hoped if they 
can bt raised successfully that 
ranchers will benefit from a new 
type of animal able to endure se- 
vere heat or cold. 


They point to the fact that this 


section of South Dakota once was 
the natural habitat for countless 
herds of buffalo that survived the 
worst winter known to pioneers, al- 
though man provided no food or 
shelter.
